A  very  early  bloomer,  and  continues  to  bloom 
until  killed  by  frost.  Not  large  blooms  5-8  inches.  Height 
of  plant  about  4  feet.  Very  good  foliage  and  insects  do  not 
bother.  Does  not  require  staking.  A  beautiful  and  unusual 
color;  bright  rose  at  the  center  and  shading  to  pink  or  sal¬ 
mon  pink  on  outer  petals  with  white  tips  should  be  a  winner 
in  F.  D.  class.  We  believe  it  will  produce  as  many  blooms 
in  its  size  range  as  any  thing  we  have  ever  grown.
